city clerk Kathy O’ Rear, it has been at least a decade 
prior to that since rates were raised. 

A recent survey of surrounding communities 
shows East Jordan having one of the lowest water 
rates, charging $5.34 per 2,000 gallons in 1998. 
Petoskey charged more than 4 1/2 times that, Boyne 
City’s was over $4 more, Charlevoix was nearly $3 


more. 


If approved, East Jordan’s rates per 100 cubic feet 
of water will go up in July from $1 to $1.03 for using 
up to 5,000 cubic feet; from 90 cents for 2,000 to 
5,000 cubic feet and 87 cents for 5,000- 10,000, up to

99 cents for 5,000 to 10,000 cubic feet; and from 77 
cents up to 88 cents for using more than 10,000 cubic 


A resident using 2,200 cubic feet of water per 
quarter can expect an increase from $29.80 per 
quarter to $37.48 — just over $30 per year. 

The city is also pursuing improvements to the 
sewer system on Echo and Erie Streets.

Commissioners also passed a resolution of intent 
to provide a special assessment for placing electrical 
service underground on Spring Street. City attorney 
Scott Beatty said such a move would provide for 
aesthetics, safety and consistency of performance. 

The April 6 regular city commission meeting was 
canceled.

gram in East Jordan which began six 
years ago with 40 athletes and now 
serves about 200 kindergarten 
through eighth graders.

Superintendent Chip Hansen said 
local soccer youth coaches have al- 
ready shown interest in coaching for 
the varsity and that high school 
coaches are supportive of the decision 
to add the new sport, saying it’s nota 
coach’s choice but “a child's and 
family’s choice.” 

“Kid's do better when they’ re in- 
volved,” Hansen said. 

Curriculum director Gus Bishop 
added that it's a chance for 30 to 35 
kids to do something they haven't 
done before. 

Jackson said on top of the other 
league teams. she sees plenty of op- 
portunity to fill the 18-game sched- 
ules with Traverse City teams and 
other non-football schools.

for building the facility at Rotary, the 
decision not to proceed came surpris- 
ingly fast. 

Members of the board for Boyne 
Area Gymnastics and its director Kari 
Surece]man were meeting with the 
commissioners to discuss terms of a 
possible lease and issues city attor- 
ney Jim Murray had raised about an 
organization building a facility on city 
park land. 

According to the city charter, a 
building built on city land becomes 
the property of the city and a three- 
year lease is the maximum allowed. 
That meant the gymnastics club could 
build a facility and not have any guar- 
antec it could use it longer than three 
years. There was one exception, how- 
ever. The club could be given a 25- 
year lease if at least four of the five- 
member city commission approved it. 
Then it would be put on a ballot and 
the majority of city voters would have 
to support it. The earliest possible date 
for it to be put on the ballot would 
have been November. 

The city has a similiar arrange- 
ment with owners of hangars at the 
city airport. 

“We thought we were meeting to 
finalize the lease agreement,” 
Streelman said. “We're very frus- 
trated,” 

Mayor Behling and Commissioner 
Ruggles supported the effort of the 
gymnastic group but were unsure 
what other questions might arise in 
the future and felt it best to stop the 
discussions so the gymnastics group 
could pursue other options.
